22 children were vaccinated before school started this 
fall, at the Vaccination Clinic. 

Two children were taken to the Concord State Hos- 
pital for examination and treatment. 

Hight children had tonsilectomies by Dr. Turley. 

The N. H. Tuberculosis Association held a clinic on 
September 27th in the Lang Street School. There were 
39 patients examined by Dr. Kerr, assisted by Miss 
Marion Garland. 10 patients were taken to the T. B. 
Clinic in Laconia during the year. No active trouble 
was found. 

Dental clinics were held during the spring months 
by Dr. Pottle and Dr. Deneault. 20 children in the nurs- 
ery School and grades 3, 4 and 6 were done and obtained 
their certificates. The Salvation Army Fund took care 
of the children who: were not able to pay for their 
dental work. | 

The State Board of Health in cooperation with the 
local organization conducted a Child Health Confer- 
ence at the Grange Hall on June 27th and 28th. Dr. 
Turley and Dr. Reische examined 64 babies and pre- 
school children after they had been weighed and meas- 
ured. | 

Toxoid innoculations were given to 11 of the children. 
Cod liver oil was given children in the first four grades

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


EDUCATIONAL POLICY 


We hear and read a great deal these days about 
democracy. The experience of European countries who 
have tried democracy and failed proves to us that 
democracy is not just a form of government with a 
written constitution. It is a way of thinking and be- 
lieving on the part of people. This understanding and 
faith, vital to our country’s existence, can be fostered 
in our public schools. One of the purposes of education 
is to develop a loyalty to the American way of life. 

Travelers in Germany and Italy from this country 
find the youth of those nations full of enthusiasm for 
their leaders and are disappointed at the thought that 
there is no such enthusiasm for their country on the 
part of children in the United States. We tend to take 
our heritage of freedom as a matter of course, and are 
likely to lose the realization that it is a precious and 
costly thing. One educator has said, “To make demo- 
cracy work we must make a religion out of it.” 

Experience has shown that it is not enough to talk 
about good citizenship and to understand the workings 
of our town meetings, national elections, and the duties 
of various officers. Our young people must learn to be 
citizens by practicing good citizenship. The school that 
can permit boys and girls to exercise self-control, to 
make their own decisions, to learn to work with others 
and not to shirk responsibility, is doing its part to make 
America a better country to live in. 


RECENT CHANGES IN SCHOOL LAWS 
At the last session of the General Court two import- 


ant changes in the state educational laws were made. 
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One of these dealt with the education of handicapped 
children and the other with regulations affecting school 
transportation. 

Heretofore pupils who were handicapped through 
lameness, deafness, blindness, or other physical defect 
have been excused from school attendance on that ac- 
count. Any education which they received has been 
provided for them at their parents’ expense. The new 
law requires that such children have either transpor- 
tation to school (no matter how near they may live to 
the school building) or, if they are unable to attend 
school, instruction must be provided for them at home 
at the expense of the district. This requirement does 
not apply in cases of temporary handicaps such as a 
broken leg or illness but only to those whose handicap 
is permanent. 

The other new law has given to the State Motor 
Vehicle Department the authority to make and enforce 
regulations regarding school buses. Regulations for 
this school year (until July 1, 1940) have recently been 
issued. It is expected that these regulations will be 
changed from year to year in order to provide greater 
safety and comfort for children who are carried to 
school. 


CHANGES IN THE TEACHING STAFF 


Among the elementary teachers the resignation of 
Norman Sargent left a vacancy at Meredith Center. 
This position has been filled by transferring Alice 
Smith from the Robinson Hill School. The new teacher 
at Robinson Hillis Shirley Avery, a Plymouth graduate 
in 1938 with one year of experience. 

Several changes in the teaching staff of the high 
school are mentioned in detail in the headmaster’s re- 
port. 
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SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


Four important projects of building improvement 
have been carried out during the past summer. The 
ceiling at the Lang Street School has been insulated 
with rock wool. A new office for the headmaster of the 
high school has been made by partitioning off a por- 
tion of the upstairs hall for this purpose. Hot water 
for use in the home economics room, chemical labora- 
tory, and wash rooms for the high school has been pro- 
vided. The Robinson Hill School room has been radically 
improved by the addition of new large windows, paint- 
ing inside and out, and repairing the roof and chimney. 

In addition to the above four improvements the ex- 
terior of the Lang Street School and the gymnasium 
have been painted. 

Replacement of the toilets at the Meredith Center 
School will be necessary during the coming summer. 
The high school interior walls need repainting and it 
is also hoped that the heating facilities at the gymnas- 
ium can be made adequate. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Plenty of enthusium has been shown by Meredith 
citizens and high school students for our athletic act- 
ivities, especially the basketball teams. Much benefit 
is derived by those participating in such wholesome 
recreational activity and regular physical exercise. 

Only a fraction of our school, however, take part in 
these games. The rest sit on the side lines and cheer. 
Our gymnasium is empty all during the school day, 
and busy only from 4 P. M. on through the evening. 
Some plan should be devised for all pupils, except those 
excused by a physician, to carry on a regular program 
of exercise and physical education. At the present time 
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we have no teacher who can be free from other duties 
to conduct such a program. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


Under the direction of the New Hampshire League 
of Arts and Crafts a class in woodworking has been 
organized. It is taught by Albert B. Hoag of Center 
Sandwich and meets in the high school shop one even- 
ing each week. The salary of the teacher is paid from 
the treasury of the League of Arts and Crafts and the 
use of the shop tools, and machinery, is furnished for 
a nominal charge which is paid by those attending. 
The men in the class make projects intended to be sold 
during the summer through the local shop maintain- 
ed by the League. 


THE NURSERY SCHOOL 


The Meredith Nursery School, maintained as a Feder- 
al Works Project for the past several years, has been 
closed indefinitely as we have been unable to secure 
teachers to conduct it. This has been a worthwhile act- 
ivity, generously assisted by various organizations and 
individuals. We are grateful for this cooperation. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


Meredith people have as in the past willingly co- 
operated with various school activities. Those organi- 
zations who have donated funds toward the majnten- 
ance of our hot lunch program deserve our thanks as 
well as many individuals for whose names there is not 
room in this brief report. Let us continue to work to- 
gether for the good of our children.

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REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER 


To the Superintendent of Schools, The Board of 
Education, and the Citizens of Meredith: 


On behalf of Meredith High School I extend to school 
officials, parents, and citizens of Meredith our full ap- 
preciation of your interest and support in our endeav- 
ors. Particularly de we appreciate the courtesy we 
have been accorded by those who have opened their 
homes and business establishments in order that 
pupils, on excursions from class rooms, might see in 
actual practice the principles they have learned in 
books. The excellent support of our extra-Curricular 
activities is also very gratifying. 

Three teachers are new to our staff this year. Mr. 
Elwin Avery, Keene Normal School, 32, and for sever- 
al years instructor in Portsmouth High School, is in 
charge of the vocational shop department. Miss Edna 
Twombly, Keene Normal College, 39, as a part-time 
teacher is teaching Junior Business Training and His- 
tory of Civilization. Miss Twombly is also coaching 
girls’ athletics. Miss Katherine Hill, Keene Normal 
College, ’39, is in charge of the Home Economics De- 
partment. Miss Hill also teaches Civics. 

Gogd progress has been made during the year. The 
addition of the part-time teacher to our staff has made 
it possible to lessen the load of our teachers, particul- 
arly in the supervision of activities. This has made a 
greater amount of time available for the preparation 
of class work and a greater amount of individual super- 
vision of pupils in their work. This has resulted in an 
improvement of the standards of accomplishment. The 
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girls have been provided with a woman coach, which 
is important from the standpoint of health. The head- 
master, formerly occupied every period of the week 
with either class or study hall supervision, has been 
freed for one period of the day. This time has been 
used to great advantage in supervision of instruction, 
administration, and the development of a guidance 
system. The guidance program provides for assistance 
to pupils in making plans for their future careers. This 
is accomplished through personal conferences with the 
pupils, determination of their abilities and interests 
through tests and study of their past accomplishments, 
directed study of the various fields of vocations, and 
consultations with persons occupied in these fields when 
possible. Through these means the pupils are develop- 
ing plans for their future training and work. The gui- 
dance program also concerns itself with personal prob- 
lems of the pupils. These are considered in personal 
- conference. Before the end of the year each pupil will 
have had two personal conferences with the headmas- 
ter. 

A hot water tank has been installed in such a way 
that the water is heated by the regular heating plant. 
This has been piped to the home economics room, the 
laboratory, both the boys’ and girls’ wash-rooms, and 
to a lavatory installed in the hall of the second floor. 
Adjacent to this lavatory a new drinking fountain has 
also been installed. s 

A partition has been constructed across the rear of 
the corridor of the second floor. This forms a room used 
as an office for the headmaster. Formerly the headmas- 
ter’s desk occupied space in the school library. This of- 
fered no opportunity for private conferences with the 
pupils and reduced the space available for pupil use of 
the library. 
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REGISTRATION 


In the senior high school registration has increased 
from 133 last year to 144 this year. Registration in the 
Junior high school is 56 compared to 59 last year. Tard- 
iness percentage in the senior high was 0.5 compared 
to 1.0 which was the state average. Tardiness percent- 
age in the junior high was 0.4. Attendance percentage 
in the senior high was 94.38 and has been 94.40 this 
year. In the junior high attendance was 96.3. Non-resi- 
dent registration is 86 this year compared to 43 last 
year.

HOME ECONOMICS 


35 girls are registered in the home economics course 
this year. Objectives of this work have been stated in 
previous reports. Home projects are carried on, as in 
previous years under the supervision of the home econ- 
omics teacher. Hot lunches are planned, prepared and 
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served by these girls. This year pupils bring in sup- 
plies from home from which the hot lunches are pre- 
pared. No charge is being made for these lunches. This 
has increased the number taking hot lunches from an 
average, last year, of 15 to an average of 45 this year. 
A total of about 80 hot lunches are served daily in both 
the high school and the Lang Street School. All seventh 
and eighth grade girls also take home economics batee 
days each week. | 


MANUAL ARTS DEPARTMENT. 


. A-total of 79 boys take manual arts. This includes 
all boys of the junior high school. 3 

The school shop has been rearranged to provide 
more efficient and safe layout of machines, benches, 
and tool cabinets. Pupils are allowed to use tools as. 
their capabilities permit them. Projects include plan- 
ning, sawing, fitting, assembling and finishing. Typical 
of these projects are: Meat boards, fruit boards, maga- 
zine racks, book racks end tables, table electric lamps 
and other articles useful in the home. 
-~ All work is done with the thought of advanced stand- 
‘ards of quality and workmanship. Fundamentals and 
proper use of tools are stressed. 
- Considerable work about the school building has 
been done by these classes. The entrance to the front 
‘vestibule has been increased to nearly twice its former 
‘width. Power tools have been rewired, a new tool cab- 
‘inet has been built, considerable furniture has been re- 
‘paired, and a new electromuse has been installed in the 
‘gymnasium. 


ASSEMBLIES 


~ Assemblies are scheduled for twice each month. Oc- 
‘casion has arisen when we have been able to take ad- 
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vantage of entertainments and lectures available so 
that the average has been greater than was originally 
planned. The majority of these assemblies are present- 
ed by the pupils, giving them experience in making 
public appearances. Several educational moving pictures 
have been enjoyed. We are indebted to Mr. Cram for 
his time and the use of his machine in the presentation 
of several of these pictures. Mr. Avery has, on several 
occasions, provided us with news and other pictures. 


ALUMNI ASSOCIATION 


The fifteenth annual meeting and banquet of the 
Meredith Alumna Association was held in the Grange 
Hall on June 15, 1939. At this meeting the Loyalty Cup 
was awarded to Miss Barbara Jones. 

Mrs. Ada J. Batchelder, 734, president, presided at 
the business meeting at which Leander G. Pynn, ’05, 
was elected president for 1939-40. 


PRIZE SPEAKING © 


For ten years the Senior High School has sponsored 
a prize speaking contest. This annual event has become 
a junior class activity. Each junior participates as a 
part of his English work and receives credit toward 
the Junior English assignment. 

Twenty-one members of the class of 1940 took une 
in the March, 1939 preliminaries. The judges, Grace 
Sargent, Linden Grad and John Weeks, chose nine of 
this number for the finals. On April 14, at the close of 
an outstanding contest the following were awarded 
prizes: Robert Davis, first; Helena Moscardini, second; 
LeRoy Moulton, honorable mention. 

Later, at the annual speaking contest held at the 
University of New Hampshire, Robert Davis and 
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Walter Lance competed, Walter Lance received second 
prize in the humorous division. 

This annual contest was originally sue. and 
the awards provided, by Mr. H. Stewart Bosson. Since 
Mr. Bosson’s death the awards have been provided by 
Mrs. Bosson. Last spring it was voted that this event 
should be known as the H. Stewart Bosson Prize Speak- 
ing Contest. 


THE SARAH J. ROBERTS LIBRARY 


Pupils continued to find the Sarah J. Roberts Library 
a source of great help in their school work. With the 
modern stress on the wide use of reference material 
to supplement a basic text book, the library plays an in- 
‘creasingly important part in every pupil’s life. 

With the addition of several new books and maga- 
zines, both for reference and outside reading, the fac- 
ilities have been measurably increased. For the first 
time we are receiving, through the courtesy of Weeks 
& Smith, Nation’s Business, a monthly magazine deal- 
ing with current economic problems. 

An efficient staff of student librarians carries on the 
work and this year two N. Y. A. pupils are making a 
careful revision of the card catalogue.

utes considerably to the heathful physical development. 
From 40 to 60 pupils play on the various varsity and 
junior varsity teams. Regular exercise and regular phy- 
sical training for the rest of the student body is still 
an unsolved problem. | 


The 1939-40 season in basketball was a very suc- 
cessful one for the boys, and an average season for the 


girls. The boys established the enviable record of 15 
victories and three losses. This is probably the best 
record for a Meredith team. | 

The girls’ team, under its new coach, Miss Twomb- 
ley, got off to a poor start, as early in the season sever- 
al of the veterans were stricken with measles. They 
wound up their season, however, in a blaze of glory by 
winning their last four games. 
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MUSIC DEPARTMENT

This year for the first time the band work has been 
carried on under school supervision with rehearsals 
during school hours. An enthusiastic response has met 
all efforts in this direction. 

Membership in all of the above groups is elective. 
Credit toward graduation is given for work in orches- 
tra. 

The third annual concert by the Pemigewasset Val- 
ley Festival Orchestra was made up of orchestras from 
the surrounding towns with Meredith, and was held 
in Meredith last March 24. The fourth annual concert 
will take place April 5, 1940, in Ashland. This concert 
will include numbers by a combined group of about 50 
voices in addition to the orchestra. 

Meredith expects to do its part in promotion of the 
annual state music festival which will be held in Laco- 
nia, May 9-11. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Your headmaster would like to emphasize a recom- 
mendation made by the superintendent in the last an- 
nual report. He brought to your attention the fact that 
schools in great numbers throughout the country are 
being equipped with means of visual education. Such 
equipment includes stereopticon projectors, opaque pro- 
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jectors and the moving picture projector. Hundreds of 
educational films have been prepared for use in schools, 
and a great many of these are available at the expense 
only of transportation. The University of New Hamp- 
shire has built up an excellent library of such films for 
free use by the schools of the state. Every department 
of the school could use such films to great advantage. 
As a teaching device the sound moving picture has no 
peer. Adequate projection equipment of this type 
could be obtained for about $300.00. 
_ Increasing registration in the sciences makes it ur- 
gent that facilities for laboratory work be enlarged. 
At present our chemistry of 34 is using desk space de- 
vised to accommodate 16. A serious lack of apparatus 
proves a great handicap. The installation of gas to pro- 
vide adequate heat would prove of great advantage. 
The entire school is greatly handicapped by lack of 
storage space. There is much waste space in our base- 
ment. This could be reorganized to provide adequate 
storage facilities and improve the cloak room space 
which at present is very limited. 
_.The present lack of playground space adjacent to the 
school is a problem that should receive the serious con- 
sideration of all those interested in the school.
